Men, brethren, and fathers, 
fight reuerend, and the reſt beloued in our Lord and 
Sautour Teſus: Chriſt : Ir hath pleaſed God at this 
rime, to ſend me one of the meaneſtand weakeſt of 
the ſonnes of 4ar9x;to ſound but the filuertrumpet 
of his ſacred word, toitionrgandtirrevp both Ru- 
lers, and people , toaconſciafibleperformance of 
their duties intheir ſeuera s; Andthe rather 
to animate and incoutagemeinthis his Meſſage, he 
| B com- 


Prieſts the ſonnes of 4ar9, At Numb, 10: 
the firſt ſound of the trumper the -&<+ 


Eſay 58 1, 


50400, 
Ezra 1.11, 
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commandeth me, (as he doth all his Embaſſadours 
in the like caſe) To cry aload, to lift wp my voice like 
a irnmpet , ts ſhew hi people their tranſgreſſ1on , and 
the houſe of Tacob their finnes, as it is in the 5 8.chapt, 
of the propheſie of Eſay. 


You know how famous 7eruſalew ſometimes was, 
the Citie of God, and the Temple builded there by 


x.Chro-22.5, King Salomon, accounted the mirrour, and glory of 


the world, Yet for the ſinnes of Princes, Priefts,and 
people, both Citic and Temple were brought vnto 

eſtrution by Nebuchadnezzar, and the Babylo- 
nians. Who after two yeeres ftege, raſed the Citic 
and burnt the Temple downe to the ground, carry- 
ing away both Princes and people as flaues to Ba- 
bylon, when after 70. yeeres capriuitie, Cyrus kin 
of Perfia (ſubduing the Chaldeans) gaue them leaue 
to returne to Idea their owne countrey, with come 
mandement, and authoritie to reedifie, and build yp 
the Temple deſtroyed by the Babylomans, reſtoring 
alſo the veſſels of the houſe of God, which were of 
filuer, and gold carried away by Nebuchadenoſor, all 
which/to a great number) weredeliuered to Zeyub. 
babel Prince of the people,which returned with him 
to Jeruſalem, 

This peopletwo yeeres after their returne, began 
tolay the foundation of the Temple where it ſtood 
before. And this was done with great reioycing ; 
with trumpets, and cymbals, with ſinging of the Le- 
uites, and ſhouting of the people. But they had no 
ſooner begun, bur preſently there aroſe vp aduerſa- 
rics, who openly and ſecretly hindered this worke, 
vntill the ſecond yeere of king Dariws, who (mou'd 
by

by the Spirit of God) did further this building as 
king Cyrus did before him. Butnow behold, Prince, 
Prieſt, and people were ſo carried away, ſome with 
matter of pleaſure this way , and ſome with matter 
of profit that way, that they little regarded the buil- 
ding of Gods ſanQuary , running euery man to his 
owne houſe, andletting Gods houlclie waſte as it is 
inthe ninth verſe. 

Whereupon the Lord raiſed vp this his Prophet 
Haggai, to rouſe them our of their ſleepe of ſecurity 
and careleſneſle, and to ſpurre them forward in the 
worke of the Lords houſe , which here you ſce did 
take effet, And the Loyd ftirred wp the ſpirit of 
Zerubbabel the Prince, &c. 

In which words are foure things remarkeable,and 
of vs atthis time to be confidered. Firſt, what is 
meant by the word ſpirit. Secondly, who ſtirred vp 
the ſpirit: And that was God. The Lord flirred vp 
the ſpirit. Thirdly,the perſons whoſe ſpirit the Lord 
ſtirred yp : And they were Prince, PriefÞ,and People. 
The Lord ſtirred vp the ſpirit of Zerubbabcl rhe 
Prince, and the ſpirit of Tehoſhua the hie Prieft , and 
the ſpirit of all the remnant of she people, Fourthly, 
the end wherefore the Lord ſtirred vp the ſpirit of 
Prince, Prieſt, and people ; and that was tro the re- 
pairing and building of his Temple , they came and 
did the worke in the houſe of the Lord of hoſts their 
Ged. Of theſe points while I ſhall ſpeake briefely, 
and plainly, as it ſhall pleaſe the Spirit of God to 
afford me his bleſſed affiſtance, lend me I beſeech 
you a little your wonted patience and attenti- 


ON, 
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And the Lord ſtirred vp the ſpirit. 

This word (mw) ſpirit, hath in the Scriptures 
diners ſignifications. Sometimes iris taken for the 
nature of the Godhead, or for God generally, as in 

loh.q.24 the 4. of Tohn, God u a Spirit, Sometimes for the 
third perſon in the Godhead ſpecially ; ſo in the 

1lob.g.q, 1+ 10h.5. There are three which beare record in heanen, 
the Father, the Word, and the holy Spirit, Sometimes 

the good Angels are called fpirits : as inthe firſtof 

Heb.1,z, the Hebrewes, Hee made the ſpirits his Meſſengers, 
Sometimes the cuill angels are called ſpirits, as in the 

Luk, 10. 20, Lo. Of Luke-: In this retoyce not, that the. ſpirits, that 
is, that the dinels are ſubdned vnto you, but rather re- 
zoyce becauſe your names are written in heauen. Somes 
times againe it is taken forthe winde ; Son the 3. 
of Toh. Spiritus vbi unlt ſpirat, The winde bloweth 
where it liſteth. Sometime it is taken for a vehement 
zeale, and violent motion of the minde. cither to 
Luk.g.s5s, $o0doreuill, So in theg. of Luke, Neſcitis cuts 
ſpirits ets, Ton know not, of what ſpirit \yau are, 
Sometime -it may betaken for breath, as the ſigne'of 

the ſoule or life; as in the 2. of 7ames the laſt yerſe, 

lam.2.26, As the body without the ſpirit © dead, ſo faith without 
woykes gs dead alſo : Where by ſpirit, doe notthinke 
to be properly vnderſtood the ſoule, as the Rhewiff's 
would haue it intheir annotations on that chapter, 
forthen workes muſt animate and giue life to faith, 
as the ſoule doth to the body : whereas S. Aſtin 
teacheth,that Operas ſunt ex fide,non ex operibus fides, 
That woykes are of faith, and nat faith of workes. So 
then as breath isnot the life of the , buta ſigne 
of the ſoule,which is the life of the body : ſo charity 
is notthe forme of faith, good workes arc notthe

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life of faith, but they area ſigne of that confidence 

and truſt in God, which is forme, and which is the 

life of faith, As therefore that body, which is with- 

out ſpirit, that is, without breth,is knowne to be but 

a dead body : Sothat faith which is without good 
workes, is knowne to be but a dead faith. Sometime 
indeede it is taken for the ſoule of man, as in the 
ſeauenth of the Acts. D omine ſuſcipe ſpiritum mean, AQ,7.59. 
So Saint Stexen , Lord receine my ſpirit, that is, m 

ſoule ; And ſo our Sauiour Chriſt in the 23. of 2 4 

Pater in manus tuai commends ſpiritum mewn, Father 

into thy hands I commend my ſpirts, that is my ſoule, Luk 23.46, 
Contrarie to that error of Apollinarg , who held 

that Chrifthad a true body, but had no ſoule, but in 

ſteed of the ſoule, ſtood the diuinitie, which is 
plainly-confuted by that of our Sauiqur in another 

place, where he faith: My ſeale is very beavie even Mut. 14.34 
wnto the death. And againe, Chriſt was made man, 

like vnto vs..in all things (finne only excepted) and 
therefore needs muſt hane a foule, which is the 

chicfe and principall part of man. 

21r\Somerimes againcit is taken for the mind of man, 
Proanims, quo ſapimus,pro mente, qua dinina contem- 
plamwur, And this is ſaid to be the noblelt parr ofthe 

ſoule, Whercofthe Apoſtle inthe firſt ofthe T hep;

indgement) I take itto be vicd here inmy text, 

Now let vs ſee in the next place, who ſtirred vp 
this ſpirit, this Mixtam poteſtatems in mente & volun- 
tate humana, Andthat was God : The Lord ftirred 
vp the ſpirit, Here muſt I of neceſſitie paſle by a 
a maine point of controuetfie touching mans will, 
for I hauefarre to goe, and bur alittle time to ſpend, 
and I would not willingly forget that ſaying of S. 
Hierome. Quan auditoris animins plus quam valet 
tenditur,entss corda rumpitur. When the carcs of 
auditors are once ſtrained beyond their accuſtomed 
compaſle, theſtrings of their attention are ready to 
burſt afunder. 

Briefely, then to the purpoſe, and no more. 

T he Lord ſtirred vp the ſpirit. 

Here the Prophet ſetteth downe God to be the 
author of rhe godly motions of their minds, and of 
the good inclination of their wils, that they might 
not attribute any thing to their owne ſtrength, or 
powerfulneſle, And as the Prophet preached .not 
of his owne head , and by his owne authoritie, -bur 
by the inſtin& of Gods holy Spirit, as the Lord his 
God had ſent him : Sothe Spirit of the ſame Lord 
ſtirred vp the minds and-wils of Prince, Prieſt, and 
people ; firſt, to here Gods meſlenger : ſecondly,to 
leame his will : thirdly, to feare him, and fourthly, 
to doe what he requiredat their hands. The Pro- 
pher faithfully deliuered the word of the Lord, as 
you may ſce inthe 12. verſe. But toſhew that Paul 
May plant, and Apollos may water, and that neither he 
that planteth is any thing, nor he that watereth , but 
God that gineth the increaſe: It is here ſaid, That me 

Lor 
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Lord flirred vp the ſpirit, Whence we learne, ſo oft 
as we doc any thing that good is, not to attribute 
that arrogantly to our ſclues , which properly Be- 
longs to God; ſeeing no man is fit for Gods worke, 
but whom God ftirrerth vp,transforming his minde, 
informing his vnderſtanding, reforming his will, 
conforming his affeRions, and forming, or rather 
creating in him a cleanc heart, and renewing a right 
ſpirit within him. And thus is man changed into the 
image of God from from glory to glory by the ſpi- 
rit of the Lord whoſe workemanſhip heis, created *:©%* 3-18. 
in Chrift Teſs ynto good workes , which God hath ph. 2. 16. 
ordained that he ſhould walke in them. 

The Apoſtle teacheth in the 2. of the Cor. and the 
3. that of ſelues, as of our ſelues we are not ablero 
thinke a good thought, much lefle faith S. ng, 2. Cor, z. 5. 
are weable to deſire, to will and doe a good worke , 
bur all our ſufficiency (faith th'apoftle) is of God, 
who worketh in vs Et velle, & operari, both the will pp,z.13, 
and the deed cuen of his good pleaſure. So that 
without Gods operation,firſt to make vs willing,and 
CO afterwards when weare _ we arc 
neither able, nor willing to doe any thing that good 
is. No, cucry good giuing, and cueiy perfect gift is 
trom aboue, and commeth downe from the Father 1am, r. 15. 
of lights, who as at the firſt with his preventing 
gracedoth worke this in vsto be willing : ſo after- 
wards with his ſubſequent grace hedoth accompa- 
nie ys, cooperate and worke with vs, that we will 
not in vaine, according to S. Auſtin, 

In ſhortthen. As the eccho anſwereth not , vn- 


lefſe firſt there be a voice, or a ſound (as it were) 
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anfiver inthe language of tryuCobeaicence vat 

vntill firſt-the voice of :rhELord did ſoundiin' 
cares, and” his: holy Spirit was infuſed into their 
hearts, whereby they might ſay (Paratum eft cor no- 
ſtrum, Deus paratum eſt cor noſtrum) Our hearts arc 
ready © God, our hearts are ready, and fo arcour 
hands for the building of thy houſt. 

And the Lord ſtirred vp(excitawit.) The word in 

the originall ſignifieth to awake our of fleepe,accor- 
dingto S. Hierom, And ſo he tranſlates it-thus (& 
ſuſcitauit Dominus ſpiritum, And the Lord awaked 
the ſpiric” Which me thinkes'is notable metaphor 
or borrowed phraſe of ſpeech, ſerting forth the na- 
tureoffinheynto vs.  For'ſinne is indeede a fleepe 
of the ſue, hauingnofeare, nor feeling of God, fo 
long 254 man lyes ſecure and careleſſe in it, And this 
.is2 phraſe much vſed by the Apoſtle Saint Pa#ul, as 
you my ſcethroughout his Epiſtles. As in the 13. 


Rom. 13. 11-0fthe Rom, It is now'time-to awake from Teepe z 
».Thef, .6, mdinthe 1.0f the Theſſ. 5, Letvsnot fleepe as 0- 


thetidoe, butlet.vs.watchand be ſober. And inthe 


1.Cor.15- 34- 1:C0r.15 Awaketo live rightcoufly and Tir nor, and 


Epheſe5.14- 


in the-5 ; of the*Epheſ. Awake thou that ſleepeſt arid 
ſtand vp from the dead, and'Chriſt ſhall giue thee 
light,&c. Thou haſt anamethar thou liueſt (ith the 
Lord to the-Church of Sardis in the 3. of th&Renel, 
I.Verſe: but indeed thou art'dead. Now as if this 
death in ſinne were a fleepe, he faith in the 2. werſe 
be awaked, and ifthou wilt not awake, I willcome 
onthee as atheefe, &c. 

| _- God 
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God in his holy word, by corporall things vſeth 
to declare vnto vs, the nature of rhings ſpirituall 
both good and bad. As we when our bodies lye 
ſleeping in our beds (which is the very image of our 
graue) canneither ſee, here, fcele,taſte, ſmell, nooue 
out of the place, nor take any pleaſure in any one 
creature of God vntill we be awaked. Sa when we 
lye ſleeping in finne, we can neither ſee the Maieſtie 
of God withthe eye of our faith, nor feele his mer- 
cies offered vnto vs in his Sonne- Chriſt, nor can 
taſte at all how ſweer our Lord and Sauiour is, our 
eares are ſtopt from hearing good counſell, we per- 
cciuenothing at all of Gods goodneſle roward vs, 
his word is vnſauorie ynto vs;neither be once ſtirred 
vpto any one good worke of pietie toward God, 
nor to any one good worke of charitie roward men. 
So that as the Shunamte ſonne lay dead, ſtarke dead 
vntill the Propher Ehkſhs came, and ſtretched him- 
ſelfe vpon him, laying his mouth vpon his mouth, 


and his eyes ypon his eyes, and his hands vpon his 2.King.4-34. 


hands, yntill his fleſh waxed warme, and he opened 
his eyes and law, faith the text : In like manner, al. 
beit we haue a name that weliue, yet are we dead, 
ſtarke dead in treſpaſſes and finnes, vntill God by his 
Prophet, vntill God by the preaching of his ſacred 
word, together & eſpecially by the powerfull oprra- 
tion of the H. Ghoft, do touch (as it were)our eyes, 
and our cares,and our mouthes,& our hands,and our 
hearrs,and that the ſpirituall warmth ofa new lite be 
wrought in vs, being baptized with the holy Ghoſt, 
and with fire, burning vp all carnall affeftions , and 
kindling our hearts with one © hope, charirie, =_ 
uc 


Elay,581. 


2.Sam, 1213 
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ſuch like ſpirituall graces. As that Lacedewpnian 
then, when he could nor ſet a dead manto ſtand vp. 
right vpon his feet; ſaid, Oportet aliquid int wi . 
there muſt be ſomewhat within, meaning alife, or 
a ſoule to quicken him : So we cannot be ſer to 
ftand vpright before God as true conuerts, as peni- 
rent and repentant perſons, vnleſſe there be a/zquid 
ints,ſomewhat within,cuen the ſpirit oftruth,wor- 
king together with the word of truth , to quicken 
and ſupport vs. 

The meanes to awake men out of this ſleepe of 
finne, are many and diuers, butthe ordinarie and 
ſpeciall meanes which God yſcth, is the preaching 
of his word, which he will haue to be ſounded, as a 
trumpet in the cares of his people ; according to 
thatin the 58. of Eſay, Cry aloud, as you vſetoa 
manthart lies in a dead ſleepe, Cry alend, ſpare not,lift 
vp thy voice like a trumpet, ſhew my people their tranſ- 
greſſrons, and the houſe of Tacob their fines, 

David was a good king, and ſaid to be a man after 
Gods owne heart, yet he was apt to fall into the 
ſleepe and ſlumber of finne, adultery and murther, 
and therein lay ſecurely ſleeping for the ſpace of a 
yeere, vntill the Prophet Nathan came, and ſounded 
the trumpet of Gods word in his cares, then he a- 
waked, and cryed out percaut , Again#t thee oh Lord 
haxe I finned,ec. as itisinthe 5 1. Pſalme, which he 
compoſed vpon the ſame occaſion. 

Ezekiah was a good and a religious king, yet was 
heapt to fall into theſleepe of finne, cuen pride and 
vaine-glory , and thereinlay ſecurely ſleeping vntill 
the Prophet Eſay came and. ſounded the — 
Go 
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Gods word in his care, then he began to awake, and 
he had no ſooner caſt downe his eyes vpon his black 
' feete, burpreſently he began to let fall his proud 
peacocke plumes, as you may readeinthe 2. Kings 2,King.to, 
20, chapr. TL IGGt 

To45 was a good king, ſo long as kis vncle lehoida 
the' hie Prieſt liiued, 2nd ſounded the trumpet of 
Gods word tn his cares, but as ſoone as Tehoida dyed 
and the trumpet of Gods word lay ſtill, 79& began 
to {lumber, nap, yea and fell faſt afleepe. He fell in- do. ating. 
toa grofle finne of foule idolatry, and thercin was <9. | 
murthered by his owne ſeruants , as you may reade 
in the 2. of Chros, the 24. chapt. 

Now to come home vnto my text. The Iewes 
here after their retume from Babylon , fell intoa 
deepe and a heauie ſleepeof ſecuritic and careleſnes 
forgetting God, and his houſe where he would be 
worſhipped. But the Prophet Hagge had no ſoo- 
ner ſounded the trumpet of Gods word in their 
cares, but they awaked, and preſently came, and did 
the worke, i» the houſe of the Lord of hoſts their God. 
Here if you marke it , notonly the meaner ſorr, the 
remnant of the people fell aleope , bur Zerubbabel 
the Prince, and 7ehoſbxa the hic Prieſt were heauic 
headed too, and had needeto be awaked as well as 
the reſt. 

Whence we may obſcrue, that there is not the 
wiſeſt man, nor the greateſt learned man that liues 
vpen the face of the carth, but needeth the inſtru- 
ction and admonition of an other man, though farre 
inferiour to himfelfe, in learning and knowledge. 
For as a skilfull Phifirian, when he is throughly ſicke 

C indeede, 
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lob 33.23, 
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indeede, cannot cure himſelfe, nor hath his ſenſes 
and judgement fo ſound and perfe&t, bur is faineto 
ſecke counſell and helpe at an other Phificians hands, 
it may befarre inferiour to himſelfe, in knowledge 
and indgement : ſothe greateſt learned man,andehe 
wiſcſt man that lives, fo long as he carrieth finfull 
ficth about with him, ſhall haue ſuch ſinfull and fro 
wardluſts andaffeRions dwelling in him,which will 
ſodimme his vnderſtanding, ſo obſcure and darken 
the eye of his ſoule , that he ſhall nor ſo well per- 
cciue his owne{innes, infirmities,and imperfections, 
as when he is put in minde of them by an other 
man, eſpecially ſuch a man, whom God had ordai- 
ned and conſecrated for that purpoſe ; whom 7b 
calleth a meſſenger, an interpreter, one of a thou- 
ſand to declare vnto man his righteouſneſle : asit is 
in the 33. of Tob 23, verſe. 

The parable of the wiſe, and the fooliſh virgins 
doth tcachvs plainely thatnot only the fooliſh , bur 
the wiſe virgins too, did ſlumber, nap, yea and fall 
taſt aſleepe. Wherein is ſet before our eyes the na- 
ture of vs all ; that whether we be wiſe, or whether 
we be foolih, whether webe learned, or whether 
we be ignorant, we are apt to fall into the ſteepe and 
{lumber of finne, forgetting God and our quties. 
And therefore there is not the beſt of vs all, but had 
need to be put in minde of ovrdutics, yea, and of 
thoſe things which we know moſt perfefly, Philip 
king of Macedonia knew that he ſhould die, and he 
knew as well how apt he was to forget the ſame, be- 
ing carried away with the pompe and glory of a 
kingdome; and therefore he would haue a remem- 
brancer 
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brancer euery day to knocke at his doore with a me- 
mento; Remember Ph:lip , thou art but a mortall 
man. Danid (no queſtion) knew, that to finne as he 
did, and to continue in his linnes was euill; yerthe 
Prophet Nathan was faine to come and reproue him 
before he left it, King Ezek/es, (no doubt) knew 
vaine-glory to be a foule finne : yet the Prophet E- 
faiah was faine to come and rebuke him before he 
forſooke it. And what made Saint Pas! to write ſo 
carneſtly vnto Timothy and Titws, two ſuch worthy 
Euangcliſts,and men of ſuch rare and excellent gifts. 
but to ſhew that the beſt had neede to be put in 
minde of their duties,yea and of thoſe things which 
they know as perfectly , as they doe their names, 


And therefore th'Apoſtle Saint Petey telleth them to 2 Per.1.172.r3 


whom he writcth, that he would put them in minde 
of their duties, ſo long as he liued, albeit they knew 
it well enough, as you may ſee in his ſecond Epiſtle 
and the firſt chapter, You haue heard what is nzeant 
by the word (ſpirit) and you haue heard who ſtir- 
red vp, or who awaked the ſpirit, and that was the 
Lord. 

Come we now tothe third poynt, to wit,the per- 
ſons whoſe ſpirit the Lord ſtirred vp, and they were 
gerubbabel the Prince, Tehoſhaa the high Pricſt, and 
the remnant ofthe people, in all, tothenumber of 


42360. as we readein the 2, of Ezra, The I[raclites Ezra 2. 64. 


were firſt ruled by Moſes, ſecondly,by Toſhaa , third- 
ly, by Tudges ; fourthly, by Kings ; and fiftly, by 
Dukes or Princes, the firſt whereof was this Jerub- 
' babel, and fo is he here called a Prince of Indah. 

When God gathered his Church in the 4. of Ex- 
4 od: 
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ods he appoynted two chiefe Rulers of the People, 
the one in ciuill matters, the other in Religion, And 
to thoſe two places he choſe two Brethren, to wit, 
Moſes, and Aaron, to teach all poſteriry that the 
Magiſtrate and the Miniſter ſhould loue & ioyne to- 
getheras brethren. And ſo here you ſce are ioyned 
rogether Jerwbbabel the Prince,andIehoſhuathe high 
Prieft, that the one with the Word, the other with 
the Sword,ſhould ioyntly and zealoufly ſet forward 
the building of Gods houſe. Whoſe example the 
remnant of the people was ready to follow, Nam fa- 
cile tranſitur ad majores, Menare apt to imitate great 
authorities. And where thoſe that been authority 
are men of ynderſtanding,there the City proſpereth 
Prou, 10411: (ſaith Sa/omem) and all goes well. Here (if you marke 
it)Zerubbabel the Prince is alwaies firſt named before 
Tehoſua the high Prieſt, and hath ſtill the preceden- 
Cy, as you may ſee from the beginning of this Pro- 
pheſic to the endthereof. 
Whence wee may obſcrue the-preheminence of 
the chiefe ciuill Magiſtrate, by what name, or title 
ſo euer he be called, And from hence we may learne 
cheete power in all Common-weales, to be ioyned 
with the temporall Sword : And that euery man 
muſt be ſubiect to the chiefe ciuill Gouernour with- 
in his Realmes and Dominions, —_ ſoule (faith S. 
Rom.13.1., Pamlinthe 13. of the Romanes) yea, though an _Apo- 

file, though an Enangeli#t,though 4 Prophet. So Saint 
_ - -_ __— doth expound it, writing vpon that E- 
44 Rom, pine, 

All which notwithſtanding, the Pope and Biſhop | 
of Rome is {0 farre from yeelding obedience and ſub. 

iection 
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ietionto King, or Kzſar : that all Emperors, Kings, 
and Princes, throughout the world (according to 
Bozixs) that all Chriſtian Emperours, Kings, and 
Princes (according to Bellarmine)are inferiour to his 
Holineſle, yea, and fo farre inferiour too, as the 
Moone is leſſer then the Sunne, and that is 57. times 
according vnto Be{armines Aſtronomy. 

But S. Peter (whoſe ſucceſſour the Pope would 
faine be) was not onely obedient to ciuill Rulers, 
and thoſe prophane men and Infidels in obeying 
them inall things not contrary to Gods worſhip,and 
Religion : for then that rule of the ſame Apoſtle is 


in force, It & better to obey God, then men, Saint Pe- Ads 4.19. 
ter (I ſay) himſelfe was not onely obedient to ciuill ! Pew2.13, 


Rulers, bur left it written to all poſterity, that wee 
_ obey the King as chiefe, and higheſt aboue 
all other, 


And euen ſo wrote Tertu{iay in his time, Colas Tertul. ad $c4- 
Imperatorem Ut haminem 4 Deo ſecundum, ſolo Deo 14m, 


minorem, We reuerencethe Emperor, the King, the 
chiefe ciuill Magiſtrate, as ſecond vnto God, and 
inferiour onely ynto God. That may be true (faith 
the Papift) in matters concerning man, bur not in 
matters concerning God. But you muſt know (be- 
loued) that a Chriſtian Prince is cuſtos virinſq; tabu- 
le, Hath the charge of both the Tables committed 
vnto him, to giue im to vnderſtand, that not onely 
ciuill and remporall matters, but alfo religious and 
Ecclefiaſticall doe appertaine vnto his Office ; that 
is, hee is put intruſt as well with the firſt, as the ſe- 
cond Table of the law of God,not onely to obſerue 
and keepe the Contents of both the Tables. in his 
OWNne 
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owne perſon, but to ſee that all his Subiects (as well 
Clergie men, as Lay men) each man in his vocation 
doe obſerue and keepe them duely. And therefore 
S, Auguſtine ſaith ro Bonifacims , In hoc ſerutunt D0- 
mino Reges , herein Kings arc ſaid to ſerue the Lord, 
as they are Kings, when within their owne Realmes 
and Dominions they doe thoſe things which none 
can doe but onely Kings. 

But the Apoſtle in the 5. of the Hebrewes, at the 

1, verſe, will tell vs, that not Jer»#bbabe! the Prince, 
but /ehoſua the high Prieſt, is ordained for men in 
things that appertaine to God , and ſo we ſay too, 
thar hee is ordained to doe them, as it followeth in 
the next word of the ſame Scripture, to off er guifts 
and ſacrifices for (innes, which wee acknowledge to 
be the peculiar Office of 7-hoſaa the Prieſt ; which, 
if Ferubbabel the Prince take vypon him to meddle 
with, as ſomctime King Y=zi4hdid, then tranſgreſ- 
ſeth he the bounds of his Office, and prouokerh the 
wrath and vengeance of the Lord againſt him as 
King Yz244h did. 

But to prouide by good lawes,ciuill puniſhments, 
and orders, that Miniſters doe their duties in things 
concerning God, and not onely the Miniſters, but 
the peopleroo ; this is Jerubbabels charge, this is the 
Kings charge. And ſois he ordained of God with- 
in his Realmes and Dominions, next and immediat- 
ly vader Chriſta ſupreame Gouernour ouer all per- 
ſons, and thar in all cauſes, not onely ciuill and tem- 
porall, bu alſo religious and Eccleftaſticall, ſo farre 
forth as belongeth to the outward preſeruation, but 
not to the per{onall adminiſtration ofthem - where- 

fore 
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fore theſupremacy which we giue ynto our Jerub- 
babel in cauſes Eccleſ aſticall, is ro deale therein, not 
as King Yzz14h, but as good King Ezekiah did ; that 
is, not to offer Incenſe, not to preach the Word,nor 
to adininiſter the Sacraments, notto celebrate pub- 
like prayers., not to practiſe the diſcipline of the 
Church, and ſuch like : But to ſee that theſe things 
bee done as they oughtto bee done, by ſuch as are 
lawfully called thereunto, this is Jerubbabels charge; 
And in giuing this to Ceſar, we giue no more then is 
Ceſars: 

The greater then is their fault, who reprooue the 
Oath ofthe Kings ſupremacy, as wicked and vngod- 
ly. For tobe ſworneto this of his Maieſty , isno 
more, but toacknowledge him to be the lawfull So. 
ueraigne,. And why may not our Parliament take 
an oath of Engliſhmen for lames our King, againſt 
the Pope vſurping his right, as well as /:h9;da tooke 
an oath of rhe men of 1«d4h for Toaſb their King, a- 
gainſt Athaliah, rhar vſurped his. State, as you may 
reade in the 2. Kings it, 

This poynt then ler me cloſe vp with that of Saint 
rhe bn , In has ſerviunt Domino Reges ,. Oc. 
Herein are Kings ſaid to ſcrue the Lord, as they» are 
Kings,when within their owne Realmes and Domi- 
nions they doe-command good things, and forbid 
the contrary, not onely conceraing the ciuill ſtate of 
men, but concerning the religion of God allo, fo S. 
Auguſtine writing againſt Creſconime. | 

And now ler vs deſcend to the laſt poynt to bee 
bandled, to wit the end, wherefore the Lord ſtirred 
ypthe ſpirit of Prince, > people. And that 

was 
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was. to. the building and repairing of his Temple. 
T hey.cameand did theworke inthe houſe of the Lord 
off hoſts their God, 

To ſhew that they were awaked from ſleepe,they 
came, and ſet themſelues to worke. A good argu- 
mentthar a man liesnot ſtill ſleeping. Many (you 
know)will anſwer in their{leepe ; ſpeake, andtalke 
in their ſleepe, and ſay they will doethis, and thar, 
and yerall the whilelye fleeping ſtill. Bur when you 
fee a man- once ſet himſelfe handſomely to worke, 
then you may be aſſured that he is awaked indeed, 

As when the chiefe poiſe of aclocke lies downe 
vpon the ground, allthe wheeles ftand ſtill ; but as. 
ſoone.asthe weights are wound vp from theground, 
preſently all the wheeles are ſetaworke, and are e- 
uery onein its-proper motion, andſo by the Horo- 
loge and the bell, you may ſce, and here howthe 
day paſſerh. Inlike manner, ſo long asthe heart, of 
Prince,Prieſt,and people lay groueling on the earth, 
and earthly things ; runnihng cuery man to his owne 
houſe, letting Gods —_— waſte: ſo long their 
was no- ſtirring , no motion in them towards the 
build ing of Gods Temple. But as ſoone as the Spi- 
rit of the Lord\drew vp-the poiſe of-their heart, 
fromthe earth toward heauenand heauenly things; 
preſently as ſo many wheeles, all the powers and 
faculties of their ſoules, andall the parts and mem- 
bers of their bodies wereſſet a worke in building the 
houſe of the Lord of hots their God, Some com- 
manding, ſomedireRing, ſome aduiſing, ſome deui- 
ſing, ſome working in brafſe,, ſome in gold, and fil- 
ver, ſome inpurple , ſome carrying , ſome —_ 

ome 
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ſome ſquaring timber, ſome hewing ſtones, ſome 
building the walles, and ſome bearing mortar ; And 
ſo couragiouſly and cheerefully did they follow this 
buſineſſe, that whereas before Gods houſe lay 
waſte, in the duſt, and in the rubbiſh for the ſpace of 
fortie yeeres after their returne from Babylon : 
Now they had finiſhed the worke in foure yeeres 
ſpace, as we reade in the (ixt of Ezra, They began 
the ſecond yeere, and madean cnd in the fixr yeere 
of King Darius. As you may ſee by comparing Etra6.rg. 
this propheſie with that of Ezra. | 
And now to come vnto our ſelues. Let this teach Application. 
vs (beloued) as carefully, and as cheerefully to ſer 
forward the building of Gods ſpirituall Temple. 
And whatis that : the Apoſtle will tell you. XKzow 
you not, that your body is the temple of the holy Ghoſt 2 Co. 6. 19. 
and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you. O let 
ys then repaire the ruines, and breaches of this tem- r.Cor.z.16. 
le made b ſinne and Satan , and ler vs adorneand 
utifie it with meckeneſſe, remperance, ſobrictie, 
chaſtiric, faith, hope,charitic, and ſuch like ſpirituall 
graces : that the Spiritof God may take a delight 
rodwell in our heart, as inthe SaniFum Santtorum 
of this Temple. From whence as from betweene the 
Cherubines of verity and mercy it may vtter the ora- 
cles of God, to the eucrlaſting conſolation, and 
comfort of our ſoules. And ler vs remember what 
the ſame Apoſtle ſaith. 1f avy man deſtroy the Tem. C9731. 
ple of God, bim ſhall God deftroy. And therefore ler 
vs glorifie God in our body, and in our fpirit , for 
they are Gods, They are the temple of the holy 1-<9*62", 


Ghoſt. 
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Apaine, let this inſtru&, and teach vs, as cheere- 
fully, and with asgreart alacritie to ſet forward the 


' building of Gods ſpirituall houſe , which the Apo- 


ſtle calleth the Church of the liuing God, the pillar 
and the ground of truth, built vpon the foundation 
of the Prophets and Apoſtles, Chriſt 1eſas himſelfe 
being the chiefe corner ſtone, in whom all the buil- 
ding coupled together, groweth vnto an holy Tem- 
ple inthe Lord. Andrhis is. that ſpirituall Temple, 
whereof this materiall remple was a type, anda fi- 
gure, here ſpoken of in my text. And the building 
of this ſpirituall houſe , we arethen ſaid to promote 
as good Chriſtians generally ; when we endeauour 
to liue ſoberly, _ vprightly, and in the feare of 
God : Abſtaining from all appearance of euill, and 
keeping our {clues vnſpotted of the world ;_ when 
we doe follow peace with all men, and holineſſe, 
without which no man ſhall ſee the Lord ; when we 
all of vs indeauour to liue, cuery man in his vocati- 
on, painefully and honeſtly , and that with a cleere 
conſcience both toward God , and towards all 
men. 

More- particularly. Then is Zerubbabel and the 
Magiſtrate, faid to further this worke of the Lord, 
when they doe execute iudgement and iuftice yp- 
rightly, for the puniſhment of cuill doers, and the 
praiſe of them that doe well ; when they doc exe- 
cute iudgement , redte ſextentiando , and whenthey 
doeexccure iuſtice debrze exequendo. When accor- 
ding to 1lyricus, they doe execute iudicium inftitie, 
inſtitiam indicij, & ſemper inſlitians in indicis. . Et fit 
verbun ſapienti ſat, 

And 


And then arc 1ehoſhua and Gods Miniſters , ſaid 
to ſer forward the building of Gods houſe, which is 
the Church of Chriſt , when (wearing Yrim and 
Thummim vpon their heart) they doe preach the 
word of God inſtantly , when they doe improoue 
and rebuke, and exhort , with all long ſuffering and 
doctrine, When they are ready (according to the 
Scriptures, to teach the ignorant, to confute the re- 
pugnant, to reprooue the euill mannered , and to in. 
ſtruc and frame the well diſpoſed. 

Among the reſt, ſpeciall workemen are yee, the 
Sworne-men, Church-wardens and Side-men ; on 
whoſe ſhoulders,a weightie burden of this building, 
a. weightic burden of this bufineſſe lyeth. Peruſe 
then ſeriouſly your bookes of Articles, weigh well 
the dreadfull oath you take, Reade it ouer againe 
and againe, as it is ſet downe vnto you in the fore- 
front of your bookes. Conſider the Maicſtie of thar 
great God, whom you inuocate as a witneſſe of your 
mregritic and vprightneſſe. And if you would be, 
as indeede you ſhould be, then muſt I tell you, that 


you ſhould in ſome ſort belike vnto Melchiſedech , Heb, 7.3, - 


who inthe 9. of the Heb. is ſaid to be ininy, quiny, &c, 
without father, without mother, withour kindred : 
that ſo yee may ſay (as Caſsidorenoteth)#on nonimus 
Patrem, We know not father, we know not mother, 
we know not ſiſter, we know not brother, we know 
not friend, we know not foe, we know not rich, we 
know not poore ; Veritatem nouimus, We know the 
truth, and thetruth we will preſent, all malice, all 
fearce, fauour and affection laid aſide, and that accor- 


ding to the tenour of our oath, 
D 3 It 
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If thus (beloned) you will truly informe things 
deformed in the houſe of God; I doubt not but 
thoſe in authoritie will carefully ſee all things refor- 
med, conformed, and performed to the glory of 
God, and to theamendment of what is amiſle in the 
Church of Chriſt. Inthe 9g. of Ezekiel, you ſhall 
reade of an Angel, whom the Lord ſent to ler»ſalem 
in the ſimilitude of a man;and what was his meſſage? 
Goe through the Citie, and cry againſt all the 
abhominations that are done in the midſt thereof. 
Other then there were, which followed him, and 
what was their charge ? Goe after him through the 
Citie, and ſmite, and let your eye ſpare none, nci- 
ther haue youpitie. Here both Iurors and Tudges 
may (ce grafically deſcribed a piture of their duries. 
The Romane Senate (as Liny writeth in his Decads) 
vpon ſome weightie occafton,ſent a Meſſenger vnto 
a certaine people , with whom they were in league 
called £qni, ſometimes he calles them Aquitani. 
But they regarding neirher the meſſage, nor the 
Meſſenger, willed him to deliuer his errant vnto that 
tree, - pointing vnto an Oake that greiy thereby. 
Whereupon the Embaſladour turning him to the 
tree, ſaid, Tum hec ſacrata querens audict, quod fe- 
ds vielatur, Why then (ſaid he) this ſacred Oake 
ſhall here, and beare witneſſe, that the leagueis bro- 
ken. And hereupon followed the ruine, and deſtru- 
ion of that people. Well, you haue heard your 
duties. Church-wardens, and Sidemen going be- 
fore, to rake and to giue notice of abhominations, 
faults,defaults,innormities. You thatare Eccleſiaſti- 
call Indges, following afterro reforme, and amend 
what 
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what isamiſſe, to ſite, to'execute iudgement;and 

iuſtice withoutall reſpe&tof perſons. Now herein 

doe you all take heedethat you be not remiſſe, you 

be not partiall, you be not negligent, leſt the rimber, 

the walles, the windowes, and the pillars of this ſa- 

cred houſe doe teſtifie, and beare witneſſe againſt 
ON. 

How God plagued theſe Iewes for their negli- 
gence inthe building of his Temple (Gods matenall 
houſe in 7eruſalem) you may ſee in this Propheſie.. 
1s it time for your ſelues to dwell in your ſieled houſes, 
and thu houſe lye waſt ? There is their ſinne recorded 
in the 4. verſe of the 7, Chapter, Will you know 
what were the plagues and judgements inflicted vp- 
on them for this finne ? Then looke intothe 5,verſe, 
Tou haue fowne much, and bring in little , you eate, 
but you haue not enough . you drinke, but yeare not fil- 
led, yecleth you, but ye be not warme ; 4nd hethat eay- 
nth wages, putteth the wages into 4 broken bagge, 
And in the 9. verſe, Te looked for much, and loc it 
came to little, And when ye brought it home, I did 
blow vponit. And why faith the Lord of hoaſts ? 
Becauſe of mine houſe that is waſt and ye run eutry man 
vio his owne houſe. Therefore the Heanen oner you 
layed it ſelfe from deaw, and the earth Hayed her fruit. 
And 1 called for a drought wpon the Land, and wpon 
the Mountaimes, and wpon the Corne, and vpoy the 
Wine, and wpon' the Oyle, wypon all that the ground 
bringeth forth, hoth pon Men, and vpon Cattle, and 
wþ8n all the labour of the hands, Andinthe 16, & 17, 
verſes of the 2. Chapter, before they ſer themlues 


about the building of Gods Temple, When one came 
is 
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10 an heape of twenty meaſures, there were but ten, and 
when one cawe 10 the wine-preſſe, for to draw out fifty 
veſſels out of the preſſe, there were but twenty. 1 mote 
10. with blaiting, and with meldew, and with haile in 
all the labonrs of your hands , yet ye turned not to mee 
ſaith the Lord. 

And hath not the Lord of late yeares plagued ys 
after the ſame faſhion,for our negligence 1n the buil- 
ding of his ſpirituall houſe, iuſt after the ſame man- 
ner making our fruitfull Land barren forthe wicked- 
nefle of them that dwell thereins 

And how can we tcll but we may be thus plagued, 
partly for our negligence and» want of zeale inthe 
repairing,& in theſeemly adorning of our Churches 
which are likewiſe domws Dei, & domm orationis, 
Gods houſes conſecrated and dedicated to his wor- 
ſhip, and ſervice, as was the Temple in 1eraſalem? 
And may not I ſay to you touching theſe, as the Pro-" 
phet did here vnto theſe ewes touching the Tem- 
ple © 15 it time for your ſelues to dwell in your ſieled 
houſes, and this houſe lye wa## ? So,is it time for your 
ſelues to dwell in your fieled, curious, & coſtly hou- 
ſes, & let your Churches(which are Gods houſes of 
prayer) lye waſte, or vadecently, rude, and negle- 
Red,as in too many places they doe throughout the 
Country Villages, and ſome better Townes, What 
an eye-foare is it to a Chriſtian that loueth euen the 
outward beauty of Gods houſe'? What an ynwel- 
come abatement to his deuotion, to behold inthe 
place of the beſt account in this world the worſt out- 
ſide, mouldy greene walls, ill-fauoured pillers, rag- 
ged floores, vnſeemely ſeates, battered windowes, 

homely 
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homely Carpets, and Linnen for Gods Table,where 
his holy Sacrament is adminiſtred , poore and baſe 
Ornaments, or none at all for the Pulpits, whence 
Gods Oracles are dcliuered, and ſuch like. And is 
not all this true ia many of your Churches through- 
out this Countrey 2 And yet who ſees any thing a- 
miſle ? as if there were nothing to be preſented bur 
Omnia bene, All is well. 

T ertullian will tell you, that Pietas eft, pro pietate 
ſumptus facere, Thar it is godlineſſe to beat coſt with 
God. AndI am perſwaded that our Churches (be- 
ing Gods ſanQuuaries, and dedicated to his ſeruice, if 
they had their due habite, and hability would ſerue) 
oughtto be moredecent and beautiful then the hou- 
ſes of the rich or Nobles in this world ; nay, they 


cannot be too beautifull, all ſuperſtition and idolatry yy, ro. 16. 


ſer aſide, Chriſtians ſhould bee as Doues withour 
all gall of bitterneſfe ; and Doues (you know) loue 
to reſort to a ſweet and a dainty houſe. CAſþicis wt 
veniunt ad candida tefia Columbe, Oh, how farre 
ſhort come we of that zeale of the 7ſraelrres in the 
building and beautifying of Gods Tabernacle,when 
the workmen were faine to cry out to hold the peo- 


ples hands, Plus aff ext populus quam neceſſ arium ef, xroq. 36,5. 


The people bring roo much, and more thenenough 
for the viſe ofthe worke Whereas we may cry our 
as faſt on the other ſide, The people bring too little, 
nay they will hardly offer any thing, I ſay,notto the 
* adorning and beautifying of Gods houſe (quorſum 
perditio hc? That were waſt and ſuperfluity indeed) 
but to the ordinary reparation and maintenance 
thereof, were ir not for feare of preſentment and 
danger

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danger of the law. Brethren theſe things ought not 
ſo ro be. Againe, looke into the 20, werſe of the 2, 
Chapter of this Propheſie, and you ſhall ſee how 
God promiſed to bleſſe theſe 7ewes, vpontheir dili- 
gence & zeale in building and beautifying his Tem- 
ple, Gods materiall houſe in 7eraſalem.ls the ſeed yet 
inthe Barne, asyet the Vine, and the Fig-tree, and 
the Pomegranat , and the Oline tree hath not 
brought forth ; from this day I will blefle you, 
And willnot the Lord (thinke you) beas ready 
to bleſle vs ypon our diligenceand zeale in repairing 
and adorning our Churches, Gods materiall houſes 
among vs, bur eſpecially in building his ſpirituall 
houſe, reuerencing his ſanQuary,fanctifying his Sab- 
baths, hearing his Word, rece1uing his Sacraments, 
fearing the Lord, and walking in his wayes. It thus 
we ſhall doe touching Gods ſpirituall*and materiall 
houſes, as becommeth good Chriſtians to doc; then 
(no doubt) the Lord will hearethe cry of the Hea- 
uens, & the Heauens ſhall heare the cry of the earth, 
and the carth ſhall heare the cry of the Corne, the 
Wane, and the Oyle, and the fruites of the earth 
ſhall hearethe cry of the people,and he will bleſle vs 
with plenty and abundance; Hf thus we ſhall doe 
with zeale and piety ; then (no doubt)the Lord will 
ſay to vsas hedid vnto this people ; From thi day 
well x bleſſe you, loe, from this day forward will I bleſſe 
ou, 
One ſhort obſeruation more,8& ſo an end. Though 
time hath wings, yet hauc I not much tranſgreſt my 
bounds : And therefore liſten yer alittle I beſeech 
you, and I will not ouermuch flraine the ſtrings of 
your

your attention, Here it is ſaid,that Prince,Prieſt,and 
People came,and did the worke, in the Houſe of the 


Lord of Hoſtes their God. And in the 4 of Ezrs we Ez 4-3. 


reade (that reicCting the aduerſaries of Gods true 
Religion ) they went about this worke themſclues, 
and they went about it together , ſo linckt in con- 
cord and vnitic, as if they had beene but one man. 
So that they came to this-worke, as the Tribes came 
to Dama, with a ſingle heart, with a willing hearr, 
with one heart. And ſo the Lord of Hoſtes (who is 
the God of ynitie) bleſſed and proſpered the labours 
of their hands. 

In like manner, If we would be bleſſed, and prof: 
per in the building of Gods houſe, which is the 
Church of the liuing God ; If we would haue im- 
pictic defaced, pietic practiſed, true religion imbra- 
ced, and the Goſpel to louriſh ; wemuſtnor betake 
our {clues tothis buſineſle like thoſe two Tribes of 
Iſrael, Manaſſes readie to eat vp Ephraim,and Ephre- 
ins Manaſſes. We muſt not goe about this worke 
like ——_— Foxes, back to backe, one drawing one 
way,and another an other way, one building vp,and 


another pulling downe ( as Je Syrach ſpeaketh)bur exod.z7.9; 


rather like the Cherabins on the Mercie ſeat, turning 


face to face ; or like thoſe Angels in Ezekiel,joyning ezct.1.9, 


wing to wing : ſo we ioyning hand to hand, & heart 


to heart,as if that bleſſing of God, inthe 37 of Eze- Ezck.z7.19, 


kiel had fallen vpon vs. Tit wood of 2#d«b,and the 
wood of 7oſeph ſhall be ioyned in one trec, and then 
ſhall we proſper inthe building of Gods houſe, when 
we ourſelues are compoſed, & ioyned together like 


Teruſalem, which was builded as a Citie that was at PGl.122,3.

ynitic in it ſelfe. 

We muſt not then goe abour this building, like the 
builders of Babcl in the confuſion of tongues, One 
ſpeaking in the Language of Arheiſme,another in the 
Language of Papiſme, another in the Language of 
Browniſme, another in-the Language of Anabap- 
tiſme : one ſpeaking in the Language of this SeQtary, 
another in the Language of that (deuided into com- 
panies like Labans Sheepe.) O no,If wewould haue 
this Spirituall building to goe on currantly, we muſt 
all endeauour to ſpeake one Language, cuen that, 
which the Propher Eſay tearmeth the Language of 
Canaan : by which may be meant the true profeſſion 
of the one and onely true God, and his ſincere and 
erue Religion. O Lord, letneuerthe abhominartion 
of deſolation defile thy Temple. O Lord, letneuer 
the Arke and the Idol Dagoy be ſerto ſtand ypon one 
Altar among vs. For what fellowſhip hath righteouſ- 
neſſe with vnrighteouſneſſe © what communion hath 
light with darkeneſſe * what concord hath Chriſt with 
Belial 2 and what agreement can there be betweene the 
Temple of God and Idols * 

The {ame Apoſtle will tell vs in another place, 
that T heye is but one Body, and one Spirit; and one Bap- 
tiſme, and one Lord, and one God, and one Faith, and 
ſo but onetrue Religion, and all in ynitie. Et won ha- 
bet Dei charitatem, qui Eccleſia non diligit vnitatem, 
So S.Auſtin, He hath not the loue of God, that 
loues not the ynitie of his Church. Phithagor«s (as 


Plat in Mord, Plutarch writeth in his Morals ) attributing much to 


numbers, conſtituted two chiefe principles : the one 
he called vnitatem, ynitic ; the other binerium nume- 
rum, 
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rwm,the number of two. Yinitaty nature fi aeri in- 
ſit ec. If the nature of vnitie ( faith he ) be inthe 
ayre,it maketh a good temperament if in the mind, 
ir worketh- vertue ; if in the body, it procureth 
health ; if in families, cities, kingdomes, it cauſeth 
peace and concord. Bur if (faith he againe) it be nor 
in the ayre, there is a tempeſt ;. if not-in the minde, 
there is vice if not in the body,there is ſickneſle , if 
not in families, cities,kingdomes ; and let me adde, if 
not in the Houſe of God, if not in the Church of 
Chriſt, there is nothing bur diſcord and diſſention. 
Et Dems non et diſcoraie, ſed pacis Dews, ſaith the 


Apoſtle, Godis not the God of diſcord, the God, 


of confuſion. O no,he is the God of ynitic,he is the 
God of amitic, he is the God of peace, as we ſee in 
all the Churches of the Saints. 

Marcus Agrippa (as Seneca writeth) was wont to 
ſay, that he owed much to Salz# for one little ſhort

ſentence, which was this. (Concordia parua res***9f. 94 


creſcunt, diſcordia mague dilabuntur,) By concord 
ſmall matters grow to begreat, by diſcord grear and 
mightie matters come to iuſt nothing ; he did ac- 
knowledge , that he owed much to Sa/uſt for this 
ſhort ſentence , becauſe by it, he was optimus fratey, 
& optimus amicus , becauſe, by it he was madea 
good brother, and a good friend. 

Surcly (beloued) if we could but well remember 
that little ſhort peece of a ſentence in the 34. Pſal. 


(ſeeke peace , and enſue it) we might acknowledge P.l.z4.14. 


our ſelues deepely indebted to the Prophet David 
for the ſame : which being well pondered, and well 
c6ſidered of vs,would make vs to become good bre-

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thren, and good friends, and good husbands, and 
good vwwiucs, and good neighbours, and good ſub- 
tects, and finally good Chriſtians, endeauouring to 
keepe(vnitatem ſpiritusin vniculo pacts) the vnitic of 
the ſpirit in the bond of peace. 

I remember oncelI ſaw an emblemaricall piQure, 
wherein was graphically deſcribed a Chriſtian. 
Common-wealth, diuided into three States ; The 
Regall, Ecclefiaſticall, and popular eſtate. And euc- 
ry one of theſe drawne ina chariot, after the manner 
of Celius Secundus triumphes. The firſt was the 
Regall eſtate, and in this chariot fate the king, But 
give me leaue to ſpeake in the language of my text. 
In this chariot ſate Zerubbabelthe Prince, accompa- 
nied with ſapientia, wiſedome. And ſhe(me thought) 
was aduiſing him, as if ſhe ſaid vnto him,as ir is writ» 
ten inthe ſecond Pſalme, Bee wiſe yes kings, and be 
learned yee that are Tudges of the earth. This Cha- 
riot was drawne with two horſes; The one white, 
trapt with crownes, and laurell garlands, and his 
name was (premium bonorum) the reward of the 
godly : The other horſe was blacke, trapt with 
whips,ſwords,halters 8 ſuch like, and his name was 
(Pens malorum)the puniſhment of the wicked. The 
Chariotor that guided this chariot, was called [#- 

ftitia, uſtice,with a paire of ballance in the one hand, 
and a {word in the other hand : teaching Zerubba- 
bel, reaching Kings, Princes,ludges and Magiſtrates, 
how they ought to execute iuſtice vprightly, to the 
puniſhment of euill doers,and for the praiſe of them 
that doc well, 

In the ſecond place followed the — 

eſtate, 
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* eſtate. And in this chariot ſate Z*hoſhna the hie 
Prieſt, accompanied with (ver7ze) the truth , and 
ſhe (me thought) was counſelling him, as ifſhe ſaid 
vnto him, as ſometime it was faid to Archippme in 
the 4. of the Colof/, Take heed vnto the Miniſterie 
which thou haſt recciued in the Lord, that thou ful- 
fill it. This chariot was drawne with adoue, and a 
ſerpentalluding to that of our Sauiour Chriſt, Be 
wiſe as Serpents, and ſimple as dones, The Coachman 
that guided this caroach was called fides, faith. 

In thethird place followed the popular eſtate, and 
inthis chariot ſate the remnant of the people, ac- 
companied with o5edientia, obedience. And ſhe(me 
thought) was readinga Lecturetothem, as if ſhe 
drew her text from the 13. of the Rozyaves, Let ene- 
ry ſoule be ſubiett to the higher powers , for there is no 

ower but of God, and the powers that be areordai: 
ned of God, &c. This chariot) was drawne with 
an Oxe, and an Aſſe, the Oxe was called Laboy, the 
Aſe was called pactentis patience ; Teaching ſub- 
ies how they ought to liue (cuery man in his yoca- 
tion) laborioufly and induſtriouſly , and how they 
ought patiently ro beare thoſe burthens, which by 
authoritie are impoſed onthem, rememibring how

it is written in the 13.0f the Rom, Giee to every one his Roman 3.5, 


due, tribute to whom tribute, cuſtome to whom cuſtome, 
and ſo forth. The Coachman, that guided this 
Coach was called ( fedel:tas,) allegeance. 

Now afterall theſe followed a fourth chariot,and 
this s it whereunto my ſpeech aymeth : And this 
was called (currws charitats the Chariot of charitie. 
In this Chariot ſate Zerwbbabe! the Prince, and 

ehoſhua

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Tehoſbua the hiePrieſt,and the remnant of the people 
altogether ; Signifying(as I rake it) that whatſocuer 
oddes, whatſocuer difference there is in this world 


betweene State and State, and betweene man and 


man(quoad extern) in regard of birth, riches, digni- 
ties, and promotions, honours and ſuch like; And 
howſocuer cuery eſtate, and cuery perſon, hath his 
precedency according to his degree and place (in 
giuing honour going one before another : yer ought 
cuery eſtate, and euery perſon to be ioyned- toge- 
ther, to ride together, and to be drawne together in 
the charior of charitie. And they were all compaſ- 
ſed round about with a golden-chaine, which was 
called catena vnitats, The chain of vnitie, alluding to 
that in the 133. Pſal. Behold how good and how ioyfull 
a thing it s (inthefight of God, in the ſight of An- 
gels, and intheſighr of men) for brethren (whether 
brethren by nature, or brethren by nation, or bre- 
thren by religion and profeſſion,)Behold, how good 
and how ioyfull; behold how good and how come- 
ly athing it is, for brethren to dwell together in vnitie, 
It is like the precious oyntment that was powred 
vpon the hand of Aaron, whichſtayed not there, 
but ranne downe to his beard, and yet yet ſtayed not 
there, buttrickled downe euen to the skirts of his 
cloathing ; ſignifying how vnitie, and amitie ſhould 
paſſe throughour all the members of the myſticall 
body of Chriſt. From top to toe : from the head 
to the foote ; from Zerabbabel the Prince, that fits 
vpon the throne, vnto the baſeſt of the remnant of 
the people, tharſtands digging vponthe dunghill. 
This Chariot of charitie was drawne with the 
other 
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other two Theologicall vertues, Fides & Spes, Faith 
and Hope. . And they were drawing this Chariotto - 
heaucn; whither when they haue brought it : Faith 
and Hope are vnyoked, and vaniſh away ; leauing 
charitie there to remaine perpetually, in louing 
God, in louing the Saints, in louing one another 
world withour cnd, for euerand euer, Et bonum eff 
eſſe hic, And iris good being here, where among 
the many manſions in our heauenly Fathers houſe, 
thereare three rabernacles made and prouided, One 
for Zerubbabel, an other for Iehoſhws, & an other for 
the remnant of the people , if they ſhall zealouſly, 
and religiouſly promote the: building of Gods 
houſe, as becommeth ſuchas are ordained vnto ſal- 
uation and euerlaſting life , where are ſuch vnſpeak- 
able ioyes treaſured vp for them which faithful. 
ly labour in this worke, as no eye hath ſeene, 
no care hath heard, neither can the heart of man 
conceiuethem. I can not leaue your meditations 
in a better place. And therefore no further to trou- 
ble your patience, here giue me leaueto ſeta period 

to my ſpeech. x 
Oft haue I ſpoken in this place , and the like clſc. 
where, vpon thelike occaſion : And indeede, neuer 
thought thus to haue ſpoken more. But behold the 
owerand goodneſle of Almightie God , who kil. 
[oth at maketh altue, bringeth downe to the graue, 
and raiſcth vp againe ; his name.be bleſſed and prai- 
ſed for euer, The firſt viſitation Sermon that cuer 
I preached, was in this place, almoſt thirtie yeeres 
ſince, And now God in his prouidence hath brought 
F me 
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me hither once more,to preach my laſt inthis kinde:

Long haueT beene vale tudinarius , weake and ſickc-

Take heede to thy fe, and to thy dofirine, 
continue therein, for in doing thy, thou ſhalt both ſane 
thy ſelfe, and them that heare thee, And you(beloued) 
that are of the remnant of the people : Remember 
how it is written in the 13, of the Hebrewes : Obey 
them that hane the ouerſight of you, and ſubmit your 
ſelnes : for they watch Fo your ſoules , as they that 
mu#t gine account , that they may doe it with ioy , and 
not with griefe, And againe inthe x. Theſſ. 5. Now 
we beſeech you, brethren , acknowledge them which 14. 
bour among you, and are oner youin the Lord, and ad. 
moniſh you ; that you haue them ina ſingular lone ; 
not in an ordinarie affefion, bur ina ſingular loue 
for their workes ſake, If for nothing elſe , yet for 
their workes ſake, and their worke isno lefſe, then 
mediately the ſaluation of your ſoules. 
And fo let me conclude with the Apoſtle S.Pas!, 
Finally (brethren) fare yee well ; be perfect, be of 
good comfort, be of one minde, liue in peace, and 
the Godof loue and peace ſhall be with you. This
